*xx ALBANIA. MOST IMPORTANT: The two Chinese 500 kW transmitters in 
Fllaka suffer much by very annoying frequency deviation of a few 
hundred Hertz to regular ITU frequency spacing. I have often sent 
remarks to you in the past few months of logs of the observed Fllaka 
frequency deviations from that location. 


This annoying interference manifests itself as terrible whistling 
sound of some 200 to 600 Hertz interference tone at the receiving 
locations throughout Europe and disturbs "the sense of hearing" of the 
average listener very much. 


Is this because you can not invite a competent Chinese engineer 


sometime, who has operated this station type in China, to carry out a 
precise expert adjustment of the Fllaka transmitters to their correct 
frequencies? 


1. - The best RT frequency of the three is the 1395 kHz channel, which 
is very good to hear in Central Europe such as France, Germany, Czech 
Republic, former Yugoslavia and Italy - and in the UK. 


2. - 1215 kHz suffers much interference from some co-channel stations 
in England and Kaliningrad-Russia. This channel is only good in 
relation to central and southern Italy, former Yugoslavia up to 
Trieste, Rijeka, Split, Sarajevo, Kosovo, Macedonia, and northern 
Greece. 


3. - The 1458 kHz frequency is the worst of all three. Since there are 
too many co-channel interference factors, especially from co-channel 
services in England and Romania. This results in a very negative 
reception signal at the average listener in Italy, Kosovo and Greece. 


Due to the interfering co-channel station in London-England, this 
Radio Tirana channel is rather USELESS for the average listener in 
central and northern Germany, up to Frankfurt-Leipzig area northwards 
during dark nighttime hours (Wolfgang B,schel, advice to and via Drita 
«ido, R. Tirana, DXLD) 


We can only hope, that Russian transmission to Ukraine on 1215 kHz 
stops soon, so that would improve CRI 1215 kHz reception quite a bit. 
But the main problem with all your transmitters is that they are 
substantially OFF the nominal frequency, which causes heterodyne 
whistle with any other station,so in a way you are jamming yourself. 
Please adjust the transmitters on exact frequency, by at least +10 Hz. 
(Mauno Ritola, ibid.) 


Dear Mauno in Finland, Thank you for your remarks and comments. It 
reminded me the technical principle for measurements & corrections 
of all - Radio Tirana International's high frequencies up to 22 
languages/daily/half an hour at our Monitoring Center from 1966-1993 
(for 33 years). Strange, all frequency corrections were made only by 
our Monitoring Center installed at ATA Telegraphic Receiving 
Radiostation in Komez field, 8 km away from Tirana. 


This system for frequency measurement was based on making ZERO the 
Heterodyne whistle you hear while: a frequency synthetizator type PBE- 
1 (a Chinese Russian copy) properly connected with the output of the 
medium & short wave receiver WS423, to create the heterodyne whistle 
between the carrier of every radio channel with the produced frequency 
by PBE-1. Strange, all the frequencies were corrected ONLY by our 
Monitoring Center (Qendra e Kontrollit) via direct telephone lines 


with Cerrik Zona A, Cerrik Zona B, Fllaka, Shijak / R-stations. 


These direct dedicated tel lines were step by step destroyed, once the 
private system was introduced in the years -1990. I remember, my first 
day in turn shift 1, end of September - beginning of October 1981, how 
much I suffered to correct about 10 frequencies every half an hour, 
due to the several 'wrong' corrections/frequency made by the operators 
at r/stations in Cerrik & Shijak. I never suspected for any game in 
this. :) & :( For more, read on:

WILLIAM (Bill) Davidson, former Officer-in-Charge of the Radio 
Australia Shepparton shortwave broadcasting station, passed away 
quietly on Friday, June 29, aged 92 years. [ergo: 2012y === gh] 


Bill was born to Emily and Thomas Davidson at Californian Gully, 
Bendigo. He was educated at Eaglehawk and later at Elmore before 
joining the PMG Department as a messenger boy in 1933. He later became 
a PMG Lineman-in-training at Fishermanis Bend, completing his training 
in 1941. 


Bill joined the newly formed PMG Radio Lines Section in Victoria and 
worked on the construction of radio antennas and transmission lines at 
RAAF and US Army bases at Laverton, Point Cook, Werribee, Ballarat, 


Rockbank and Diggers Rest. 


In 1943, Bill transferred to the International High Frequency, 
Transmitting Station (later Radio Australia) Shepparton where work was 
in progress to establish a new high power shortwave radio station as 
an integral component to the development of a National Broadcasting 
Service. 


Bill was primarily engaged in the construction of aerial arrays, 
transmission lines and line switching systems. These facilities 
included some 19 antenna arrays, 14 guyed lattice steel masts and 
associated transmission lines, switching systems and control cables. 


In 1945, he joined the Transmitter Operation and Maintenance staff as 
an Acting Technician and worked hard to study the technical aspects of 
shortwave broadcasting including two newly commissioned STC/AWA 
100,000 watt transmitters. Over the years, additional transmitters and 
specialised broadcasting plant came into service. 


In 1957, the station began a major expansion of antennas and 
transmitting equipment and Bill was appointed as Supervising 
Technician to carry out the work. He spent the next five years in 
charge of local staff engaged in the project. 


In April 1962, Bill was appointed Officer-in-Charge of the Radio 
Australia shortwave station and remained in that position until he 
retired in March 1980. During that time, he managed a technical staff 
of some forty people and worked closely with antenna lines staff, 
electrical staff and specialist engineers. He was frequently called 
upon to host a variety of local and international visitors to the 
station which he did with great grace and charm. 


Bill was proud to be one of a very small number of people who 
witnessed the historic occasion of the first overseas radio 
transmission that took place from Shepparton on 15 May 1944, using an 
RCA, 50,000 watt transmitter. He also took pride in the role played by 
Radio Australia in the aftermath of Cyclone Tracy and in presenting 
Australia to the rest of the world. 


Bill was always kind and generous. He never had a bad word to say 
about anyone and was always available to assist anyone who needed his 
help. He was an active member of the congregation at Wesley Church 
from his arrival in Shepparton in 1943 until his death and he lived up 
to his Christian values by always putting people first. His 
involvement at work and in the community led to Bill being awarded The 
Order of the British Empire A Medal (BEM) on June 13, 1981 with the 
citation fh for Public and Community Service. 


Bill had great empathy and held great affection for his fellow man. 
This is reflected in the comments of his friends and all staff who 
worked with him. He was a good friend and mentor to many. In simple 
terms, Billis contribution to shortwave broadcasting in Australia and 
to Shepparton will always be remembered. 


Bill was a devoted family man. His wife of 66 years, Maisie (nee 
Pottenger) passed away in December 2011. He is survived by his 
children, Rosemary, Rhonda, Barbara and Anthony, seven grandchildren 
and two great grandchildren (source?? via Ian Baxter, May 16, 2014, 
shortwavesites yg via DXLD) 


He was a significant part of RA Shepparton's history & I thought the 
content of the obituary pertaining to his life at RA SHP would be 
interesting for the members (Ian Baxter, NSW, ibid.)

Though of course we also don't know how it may have 
looked decades ago, perhaps some key buildings were destroyed by 
hurricanes? 


There is a suspicious area around 22 52 12.58 n 82 19 51.48 w which I 
could well imagine as the entrance area to the bunker system (it seems 
to have frequent car shuttle there). It is notable that there are a 
lot of concrete feeder supports in this region while there are 
practically none visible towards the buildings in the north. 


Note the structure at 22 52 12.27 n 82 19 52.54 w in the 8 Jan 2013 
imagine that seems to be connected with a dual wire (electricity? ) 
from the north, and actually was newly built between 2010 and 2012. 


I also could imagine that it is Bejucal that has been used as a 
jamming site for quite a while (the antenna beams appear to be quite 
handy, I think), and perhaps this is what it is still used for(?), of 
course jamming equipment does not need to be in such a good shape.

Searching on Mazielka leads back to HF Underground, 
http: //www.hfunderground.com/wiki/X06 
including a large frequency list, but not 18575. Explains: 


*““The Enigma designator for the Mazielka series is X06. Mazielka is 
thought to be a selcall system used by the Russian MFA to alert out- 
stations, in advance of forthcoming messages to be sent in Crowd 36 or 
similar. [MFA = Ministry of Foreign Affairs, or what? Surely not 
Ministry of Fine Arts --- gh] 


Up to 99% of these signals are sent out at random times on up to 350 
different frequencies. These signals take the form of a repeated 
series of 6 tones (at 840, 870, 900, 930, 970, 1015 hertz) sent in 2 
seconds, and in any sequence of 1-6, producing 720 variants. 


These signals are largely transmitted in AM but are, generally, easier 
to receive in USB. Each transmission usually lasts for around 4/5 
minutes. Apart from the 720 variants there are other Mazielka tone 


combinations of simple 2, 3 4 and 5 tones which you may hear and, of 
course, the frequency list covers only those frequencies where we have 
already logged signals. 


You can expect to find Mazielka signals all the way from around 4 MHz 
up to 25 MHz but their random nature makes them difficult to pinpoint. 


Identifying a Mazielka signal is simply a matter of reading the tones 
in order. For example 840 Hz (lowest tone) is designated as "1", 870 
Hz as "2", 900 Hz as "3", 930 Hz as" 4", 970 Hz as "5" and 1015 Hz 
(the highest) as "6".

WASHINGTON -- A bill to overhaul Voice of America has prompted an 
intense debate among supporters of the legislation who say it will 
better enable the broadcast news service to counter Russian 
disinformation and opponents who say it will turn the service into an 
American propaganda tool. 


The legislation, which recently passed the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee with bipartisan support, would make changes to the mission 


of the government-financed Voice of America that its sponsors say 
would more clearly define its role in support of the United States. 
Specifically, the bill revises the language of Voice of America's 
mission to explicitly state that the outlet has a role in supporting 
American "public diplomacy" and the policies of the government. 


The full House is expected to take up the bill as early as this 
summer. The Senate is working on a similar bill. 


Representative Ed Royce, the California Republican who is chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, said the legislation was essential in 
the face of negative and inaccurate information increasingly 
disseminated about the United States abroad. "While countries like 
Russia have been working 24/7 on their information campaigns, V.0.A. 
has abandoned its mission to effectively promote the policies of the 
U.S. even though its charter is clear in this regard," Mr. Royce said.

But the bill, the latest in a decades-old debate in foreign policy 
circles about the role of Voice of America, has prompted a backlash 
from journalists, many of whom work at the news service once run by 
Edward R. Murrow and who pride themselves on the organization's 
independence. 


"The only thing V.0.A. has left is its reputation, built over decades, 
as a credible news organization," said one veteran journalist at the 
service who asked not to be identified criticizing the legislation. 
"Changing our focus from straight news to policy promotion will 
undercut any efforts to keep or build our audience." 


Founded in 1942 as a part of the Office of War Information, Voice of 
America started with a mission to counter Nazi and Japanese 
propaganda. During the Cold War, it became part of the State 
Department and then the United States Information Agency and focused 
on countering Communist propaganda in East Germany and other Soviet- 
backed countries. Since 1999, V.0.A. has been overseen by the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors, an autonomous federal agency. 


The legislation not only tweaks the mission of Voice of America, but 
would also reduce the Board of Governors to an advisory role and 
create a full-time chief executive to run the agency day to day. The 
legislation is in response to longtime frustration from members of 
both parties with the Board of Governors, which has been accused for 
years of mismanagement and of failing to provide a direction for the 
broadcast service. Former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
once called the board dysfunctional. 


Mr. Royce said the bill would not turn the broadcast service into a 
government messaging tool because it provided safeguards to keep the 
government from dictating content. 


Walter Isaacson, a former chairman of the Board of Governors as well 
as a former chairman and chief executive of CNN, said that the 
legislation was a response to changing times and that Voice of America 
should have a dual mission to clearly present American policy as well 
as provide objective news. 


"Russia has returned to its old Pravda-like disinformation tactics, 
China and the Arab nations are creating sophisticated new broadcasts, 
and Twitter and social networks are changing the game," Mr. Isaacson 
said. "We need to respect Edward R. Murrow's legacy while realizing 
that even he would be changing with the new technologies and threats." 


James K. Glassman, another former board chairman, said he agreed with 
the move to tweak the mission of Voice of America. "It's supposed to 
be this journalism organization and at the same time support U.S. 
foreign policy," Mr. Glassman said. "This comes into conflict all the 
time, and I believe Congress is right to address it." 


But D. Jeffrey Hirschberg, a former member of the Board of Governors, 
called the legislation problematic because, he said, it would 
fundamentally change the way the service operated. 


"The V.0O.A. has a pure journalistic mission and it always has," Mr. 
Hirschberg said. "It doesn't do messaging or propaganda. Any 
legislation that alters the journalistic mission would be 
unfortunate." 


Inside Voice of America, the legislation has created widespread fear 
among staff members who have long considered themselves professional 
journalists rather than spokesmen for government policy. During a 
recent staff meeting, journalists angrily voiced their concerns to 
managers. One journalist said the broadcast network could see a mass 
exodus if the legislation passed. 


Dan Robinson, who worked at the service for more than two decades 
before retiring this year, said the legislation would create 
additional problems if passed into law: It could endanger the lives of 
journalists and broadcasters who work abroad. 


"So do foreign governments now start seeing journalists from V.0.A. as 
agents of U.S. policy rather than as journalists?" he said. "That's a 
real concern." 


But Helle C. Dale, a senior fellow for public diplomacy at the 
Heritage Foundation, who supports changes to overhaul Voice of America 
and other international broadcasting, said such claims were absurd. 
"It's not like people don't already know," she said. "It's completely 
funded by the U.S. government, and it's called the Voice of America. 
How does this legislation change this reality?" 


In addition to Voice of America, the federal government runs Radio 
Free Europe, Radio Free Asia and the Middle East Broadcasting 
Networks.

BBG member outlines to VOA journalists how they should determine / 
assess whether to cover particular stories. Read it and weep, because 
this basically throws out the window decades of how VOA covered the 
news and raises numerous questions. Get your psychology, sociology and 
metrics degrees out because that is what it will take to proceed ona 
news story --- 


BBG Member: ". . .you have a relationship with your audience(s) --- 
what do they need, if commercial media are reporting on a story ina 
way that you think is adequate, that it is 85 percent of what the 
audience needs --- if [the]commercial product is doing that, my view 
is why spend your time when you can just take that commercial 
[material] and just push it out --- if you're simply doing what the AP 
has done --- you should have some other value adds and context --- if 
you're simply doing what the AP has done, why not just let the AP do 
that story? You add context, whether it is reporting on a municipal 
bankruptcy --- what is the lens your audience is going to see that 
from --- there is an American perspective but again what does the 
audience need? If you are reporting on a story in a way that is really 
no different from commercial media, there is an argument there that 
you are competing with commercial media. 


By law, you are not supposed to do that and I think it is ultimately a 
waste of our resources for you to do that. Let's take the AP, let's 
take the AFP, let's take the Reuters copy --- 


VOA News Manager: Just to clarify, there are places we can reach that 
the AP cannot reach, so you're saying use our transmitting capability, 
our facilities to deliver the AP story, is that what you are saying? 


BBG member: Well, you have bridged a gap that I wasn't getting at but 
we can, one is the content creation, the other is content 
dissemination, and we can also talk about content availability which 
is for example, Internet inaccessibility, Internet anti-censorship --- 
again, if it is the sense that they are doing the job adequately, why 
not [let them] do it? But you should be providing a value add, how is 
this different? CNN, BBC, they will possibly report on a story or not 
provide the context or the detail that we think is necessary for our 
audience, and our audience is broad --- what is the context that is 
necessary to understand this? Is it the de-packing of the code of the 
American language within it? Is it the fitting it into a context that 
the local audience understands using their symbolism, using references 
within their environment? I am not a journalist, but this is where I 
am trying to separate what is our job, what is commercial media's job, 
what are they providing --- 


VOA reporter: What if I have a scoop on something that doesn't make US 
foreign policy look that good, or the treatment of a minority in this 
country look all that good, should I then not report on it? 


BBG member: No, I don't think I said that at all. 
VOA reporter: But you're talking about value added? 


BBG member: That is a value add -- the story is not being reported on. 
You're providing a story. The sheer fact that you're able to report on 
Abu Ghraib, that a government network is able to report on Abu Ghraib, 
says a lot about our own transparency, our own accountability. You are 
able to contextualize that story for an audience, that is part of the 
value added. 


An AP story --- another news service, they may just shorthand that 
whole story --- what does the audience need and why. Why are we 
sharing America's story? We're sharing it so they can understand what 
our policies are. It is countering the propaganda, the bad guys that 
are trying to characterize us in a different way, providing a 
reflective moment in which they can see us and they can see different 
realities and different futures for themselves. What does rule of law 
look like? What does transparency look like? 


I have said this in various forums --- the agency's current mission 
statement says in support of freedom and democracy. Most of where we 
are there is no freedom and democracy so how are we supporting it? 
Freedom and democracy are lofty terms that even our closest allies 
don't have the same definition of, so let's go down to a lower level, 
which is rule of law, transparency, accountability, human security, 
commerce --- these are the building blocks that enable the people to 


figure out their own trajectory, their own democracy --- that is why 
you are reporting these things --- (Dan Robinson, DC, May 21, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST)

A government-enforced shutdown last month of three unlicensed 
community radio stations providing programming to ethnically diverse 
neighborhoods underscored the prevalence of so-called ipirate radioi 
not just in Boston, but also in its suburbs. 


Of the three stations raided by federal agents, one transmitted out of 
Everett, Brockton, and Boston, while another was solely Brockton- 
based, according to the US attorneyis Boston office, which initiated 
the cases. 


Since 2003, the Federal Communications Commission has taken 
enforcement action 37 times against illegal radio stations operating 
in Eastern Massachusetts. The bulk of those actions have come against 
low-frequency stations in Brockton broadcasting to the cityis vast 
Cape Verdean and Haitian populations. 


Although illegal, such radio stations are a vital resource in 
immigrant and minority neighborhoods that are underserved by 
commercial mainstream broadcasters, advocates contend. In addition to 
playing music with an ethnic flair thatis heard nowhere else on the 
dial, many unlicensed community radio stations feature talk 
programming that encourages listener participation on topical issues 
such as immigration, local and international politics, and sports from 
back home. 


iItis sad to see that [federal agents] shut them down, because even 
though they are pirate stations, they truly are the main source of 
communication in those communities,i said Yessenia Alfaro, director of 
organizing at Chelsea Collaborative, a social justice nonprofit. iIt 
certainly has a negative impact when they shut these down. They are 


the main outreach vehicle for people who speak a different language.i 


Some outfits, like Radio Uganda Boston in Waltham, opt to have an 
online presence outside of radio, but many new immigrants and low- 
income families have no access to computers or canit afford the 
monthly bills for Internet access, Alfaro said. Many also cannot read, 
even in their native language, rendering radio the only source for 
information, she added. 


Despite the potential for tens of thousands of dollars in fines and 
seizure of transmitting equipment, ipiratesi continue to take the risk 
in order to serve the underserved, said Bruce Conti, a longtime radio 
enthusiast from Nashua and the international radio columnist for the 
National Radio Club magazine DX News. 


Even if they have tried to operate legally, most individuals have been 
priced out of potential station ownership under relaxed FCC rules that 
have the majority of radio stations owned by large corporations, like 
Clear Channel and CBS, Conti said in an e-mail. There are also no 
available open broadcasting channels to be had in Greater Boston. 


iSo an interested buyer can only wait for an existing radio station to 
become available/for sale, again driving up the cost of entry,i he 
wrote. iLicensed commercial radio stations in the Boston metro area 
have abandoned service to the inner city, so most . . . pirate radio 
stations in Boston are filling a void.i 


Among those shut down last month was Radio Tele Boston, which 
transmitted at 100.1 FM out of homes on Walnut Street in Everett and 
North Manchester Street in Brockton, and two locations in the Mattapan 
and Dorchester neighborhoods of Boston, according to court documents. 
The operator was listed as Gerlens Cesar of Brockton. A man who 
answered the phone of a number listed for iCesar Gerlensi in Brockton 
stated that he only spoke Creole and was unable to comment. 


The other Brockton station, 88.7 FM, was transmitting out of a two- 
family house on Crescent Street. Federal agents sent a notice last 
August to building owner Solange Germain after receiving a complaint 
that the station was causing interference with Boston station WERS on 
88.9 FM. Agents seized the stationis equipment last month. Germain 
could not be reached for comment. 


The stations were shut down for violating the Communications Act of 
1934, which bans operation of unlicensed radio stations. Due to the 
FCCis limited enforcement staff, some stations operate unmonitored for 
long periods of time, said Assistant US Attorney Christine Wichers, 
who is prosecuting the three cases from last month. 


Even when the FCC becomes aware of an unlicensed station, usually 
after complaints from licensed operators, it sends multiple notices to 
operators asking them to shut down voluntarily before taking more 
aggressive action, such as seizing equipment or issuing fines, she 
added. 


iI think itis sort of silly when people say the FCC is trying to put 
out of business good community stations serving people,i Wichers said. 
iTo me itis like, 6éLook at that person 6 theyire so nice driving the 
elderly to appointments, but they donit have a driveris license.ii 


Some pirate station operators will voluntarily shut down after 
receiving a violation notice from the FCC, but only temporarily. In 
many cases, even after equipment is seized, the same pirate station 
will be back on the air within months, based on the number of FCC 
notices issued to repeat offenders. 


Brockton City Councilor Moises M. Rodrigues said that i199 percent of 
the elected officials in this community have gone on those stations, 
including me.i Among the most popular in the community is Brockton 
Heat, an unlicensed station that serves the Cape Verdean and Haitian 
communities, he said. 


The stations iprovide some valuable vital information to the 
community,i Rodrigues said. iNone of us connected or otherwise are 
proponents of illegality in any way, but thereis a great need for 
information reaching into these bilingual communities. Especially if 
youire a bilingual community, other than the Hispanic community, you 
have absolutely no way of getting or gathering information at all 
fromii licensed radio stations in the area. 


While an increasing number of unlicensed station operators are making 
the switch from radio to the unregulated online world, many still 
choose traditional radio because equipment like transmitters, 
especially used gear, is relatively inexpensive, said T. Barton 
Carter, a professor of communication law at Boston University. Opening 
a station can cost tens of thousands of dollars up front, not 
including application and certification fees, whereas illegal stations 
can run on just a few hundred dollarsi worth of equipment easily 
purchased online, he said. 


iThere just is an availability issue,i Carter said. A large commercial 
station, he said, is going to try to find the largest audience, iso 
you can argue that that does prevent people from being served 6 very 
specific minorities.i 


To address this, Congress approved the Local Community Radio Act, 
which opened up low-power FM stations for noncommercial uses, but 


there were only a few of those licenses available in the region. A 
window to apply for a low-power FM license opened briefly last fall, 
from Oct. 17 to Nov. 14, but it is unknown when or whether there will 
be another opportunity, Carter said. 


This is why Radio Uganda Boston is only available online, said 
Geoffrey Nsereko, the stationis public relations director. Organizers 
attempted to lease air time at a licensed radio station, but at $2,500 
for each three-hour block, it was an investment the station could not 
afford, Nsereko said. 


Priced out of the airwaves and not interested in operating without a 
license, Radio Uganda Boston has been streaming solely online since 
2009 from Waltham, home to one of the largest concentrations of 
Ugandans outside of Africa. The station has become a igo-toi source 
for immigrants learning to navigate a new culture and trying to find 
local resources, such as job postings and health centers. It is also a 
mandatory stop for Ugandan politicians, he said. 


Nsereko, best known in the community by his radio name, iSimple,i said 
he has noticed as of late that more users are accessing the site from 
smartphones, giving programming greater reach. Research shows that an 
increasing number of people now own the Internet-capable cellphones, 
which could have an impact on the future of pirate radio. 


Even cellphone companies known for inexpensive plans are offering 
smartphones to their customers, said Alexandra Babbist, program 
manager at the nonprofit Watch Community Development Corporation in 
Waltham, where she teaches English as a second language, mainly to 
Central Americans. 


Many new immigrants have pay-as-you-go cellphones, she said, iand all 
of those are smartphones now, so they may have more access to the 
Internet . . . even if they donit have a computer at home.i 


Although being online allows Radio Uganda Boston to reach a global 
audience, Nsereko said, having a home on the broadcast dial would be 
ideal to reach those with no computer or Internet access. 


iI think itis very important for our people coming in, immigrants. It 
gives them a sense of direction in terms of starting a new life,i 
Nsereko said. iWeid love to be on the dial radio.i

THOSE TERRIBLE GRUNDIG "CLOCKS" IN THEIR RADIOS 


First, I realize that when we buy a shortwave radio, especially an 
"economy" model, the built-in clock is a rather minor detail and not 
one we choose a radio over. However, the built-in clock is a rather 
easy and CHEAP FEATURE to implement with an accurate one, especially 
Since the digital display is already part of the radio. 


How do I know? 


Well, a couple years back when my 30+ year old self winding Seiko 
watch (NO battery, it mechanically rewound with wrist movement) got to 
where it was losing about 10 minutes a day, I decided it was time to 
buy a new watch. I didn't want to spend a lot as I anticipated getting 
the Seiko cleaned and serviced. While at K-Mart I saw a very nice 
looking analog battery watch, nice metal band, and it 'looked' 
expensive. The price? On sale for a "fin" (5 dollars) plus tax. I 
didn't expect much out of it, but surprise! It kept, for all practical 
purposes, perfect time, being off by only a couple seconds after 
owning it for months! The only thing I REALLY missed on it was a 
day/date function. 


The Seiko never did get sent to the shop, and after owning the K-Mart 
watch for nearly two years the face and band was showing some wear, no 
big deal as I'm not that vain. However, my sister-in-law gave me a 
very nice Seiko Solar analog watch for Christmas. Light recharges the 
battery, and it does seem to keep absolutely perfect time (it should, 
it wasn't cheap). 


The upshot of this post is that it doesn't have to be expensive to 
implement accuracy in modern watches (that K-Mart watch proves that). 
All modern timepieces, digital or analog depend on a quartz Xtal for 
accuracy, even if built into a radio! I believe that most if not all 
use a common frequency (32???? KHz) and therefore should have similar 
accuracy if any care at all is exercised in designing/QCing the 
product. 


But apparently Grundig doesn't care about Quality Control. Of the 


three Grundigs I presently have (S350, G6 & S450DLX), NOT ONE keeps 
even reasonably close time. The G6 is presently 14 minutes slow, and 
its time was set just about a month ago!! The S450DLX is about 3 
minutes fast, and I set its time right after I bought it in April. 


Now, the clock in my Icom R-75 receiver keeps very good time, but 
then, it's a "mega-buck" receiver compared to the Grundigs. 

C-mon Grundig, YOU CAN DO BETTER THAN THAT!

MOUNTAINS BETTER THAN WORLD TRADE CENTER FOR VHF/UHF ANTENNA SITES 


Is the new antenna array on top of the Freedom Tower online? Has it 
affected the range of the NYC stations? (Bruce Carter, ABDX via DXLD) 


Not only is the new antenna array not online, there aren't even any 
stations that have signed contracts to use the site, nor have any 
filed for CPs to move there. 


The WIC site is not an ideal one for FM. For most FMs it creates new 
short spacings to stations in Philadelphia and Delaware. It also 
requires such low ERP levels that it would significantly reduce 
building penetration in Midtown Manhattan. 


It is potentially a better site for TV, but in a market with very low 
OTA penetration, the move may not provide enough improvement to be 
cost effective. It's a huge cap ex line to "fix" something that 
already works adequately (Scott Fybush, ibid.) 


I guess building penetration is a big deal in NYC. It sort of flies in 
the face of conventional logic which is to get your signal up as far 
as possible: 


In the first couple of decades of KTXT Lubbock, they had 10 WATTS - 
not kW - off of a 600 foot tower. Their signal was solid for 30 miles 
and covered all of Lubbock. On a reasonably good day you could get 
them 100 miles away in a car. Of course the terrain is flat. But 
contrast that with KOHM, which was 5 WATTS and their antenna was on 
top of the high school building. It only got a few miles - enough to 
cover the high school audience but no more. 


The early days of WPOZ Orlando was 3 kW, but off of a 1500 foot tower 
20 East of Orlando. It was truthfully said that they put a better 
Signal over Lakeland - about 80 miles away, than WCIE Lakeland put 
over Orlando when they were 50 kW but off of a 500 foot tower even 
though they were 20 miles closer. 


There are additional examples, like Albuquerque stations which operate 
off short sticks on top of a Mountain at relatively low ERP's, but 
easily cover way into Arizona. I can get some of them in Flagstaff - 
which admittedly is also on a mountain (Bruce Carter, ibid.) 


The ABQ Sandia Crest FMs aren't fully height derated. The full class C 
Signals up there run about 20 kW ERP. That's plenty for both building 
penetration and wide area coverage. 


Every market is a little different when it comes to the complex 
alchemy of FM height versus power. Even NYC vs. Boston and 
Philadelphia are different animals. 


I have engineering friends who argue, with good evidence behind them, 
that the 4 Times Square aux site for NYC FMs actually has some 
Significant signal advantages over Empire, especially within city 


limits (Scott Fybush, ibid.)

Sports 790am in Memphis has changed its affiliation from Fox Sports 
Radio to ESPN and is now going by the 6ESPN 790AMi moniker.

Our local XETV-6 is an interesting (albeit schizophrenic!) case. 


For years they advertised that their morning news program could be 
heard on your car radio on 87.7 FM. They even fought the power 
increase of our local jazz station KSDS-88.3 for years, in their 
attempt to "protect" that signal. 


A few years ago, they suddenly switched their over-the-air signal to 
Spanish language programming, while continuing to send their old 
English-language programming (CW network after they lost their Fox 


affiliation when Fox decided to stop dealing with across-the-border 
operations) to all the local cable companies. If you tune 87.7 FM now, 
you get a noticeably weaker audio feed of their Spanish language 
programming. If you tune "channel 6" on your cable box you still get 
the CW network and the old XETV-6 English language programming. 73 
(Tim Hall, circa San Diego, ibid.) 

You forgot "it ain't for much longer"' too. I don't remember when the 
end of analog is coming for LPTV, but it is in the next year or two, I 
think. Then they won't be able to transmit anything that can be picked 
up on analog FM. We have one of those in Denver that runs a Mexican 
sports format. I suppose it will migrate to AM after analog ends on 
LPTV. 73, (Kit W5KAT, ibid.) 


The FCC was making noise last week about extending the deadline from 
2015 to 2020. We'll see (Scott Fybush, ibid.) 


NOISELESS LIGHT DIMMERS 


Can anyone recommend a 'noisless' dimmer...is there such a thing? 
(Steve VE7SL, IRCA via DXLD) 


Hi Steve, Your question about a "noiseless" light dimmer jogged an old 
memory for me. In one of the first editions of Fine Tuning's 
"Proceedings" books that I helped edit, we had a short piece on this 
subject in a "Tips and Techniques" article. 


John Bryant recommended a Nutone model DC-35 dimmer, sold as a 
"suppressed RF" light switch & dimmer for incandescent lamps only. He 
said it worked like a charm, with no QRM even using a portable radio 
up close to the switch. 


John quoted the cost as $30 in 1989... likely quite a bit more now. 
David Clark added that if you can't find this particular model, look 
for dimmers sold as "studio quality". 73, (Guy Atkins, Puyallup, WA, 
IRCA via DXLD) 


Thank you, Guy! I will make note of this and start doing some hunting. 
If something noisless was available in 1989 then hopefully something 
similar is still being manufactured. My next door neighbour has no 
problem with me swapping out the present dimmer for something quieter; 
she even offered to remove it altogether but I don't want to be too 
heavy-handed since she also has allowed me to string my 2200m three- 
wire flatop over the top of her house and property to a tree on the 
far side of her property :-) --- a very good neighbour indeed (Steve, 
ibid.) 


Our neighbor decided to install a dimmer in their hallway so they 


could have a dim night light. Turns out the noise caused by that 
dimmer made it's way into our house via the common transformer on the 
pole between our houses. 


I talked to someone at City Light and they told me that I should get a 
certain brand (can't remember which - but it was many years ago so 
it's probably not made anymore). They mentioned that this brand was 
"made in Canada where they have more restrictions on RFI emissions". 
This I did and replaced their dimmer and the noise was gone. 


Thus indicating that the regulations controlling emissions is the 
factor for producing an item. Since it costs more to include emission 
suppression, it is clear that unless the regulations "force" 
manufacturers to add it, they won't. 


Now that the lights themselves are causing problems, the situation 
becomes more of a necessity. I have also experienced loud buzzing from 
a fish tank heater (the fellow moved so it's not a problem anymore) 
and I never found a solution (so I'm glad he moved, hi.) 


So they key is for us to figure out which devices have better RFI 
suppression; and it wouldn't hurt to have a reference for DXers to 
know what to get. We can start by providing feedback to our eGroup on 
what works and what doesn't. 


Let us know what works and what doesn't or any research that you've 
done. I will start to compile the results (Phil Bytheway, IRCA 
President / Goodie Factory, Seattle WA, Drake R-7 / KIWA Loop, ibid.)

Hi Rob. How can you tell which signals are on an Es path and which 
ones are via tropo? (Brian VE7AUL, ODXA yg via DXLD) 


Brian, Tropo sigs are generally much shorter distances and usually are 
longer lasting than E-Skip. Tropo can be in for days I've had strong 
sigs from a certain area, say, Chicago that hasn't faded at all for 
days. E-Skip is generally much greater distances, up to 2000 Miles if 
you're lucky. Most Tropo is less than 500 Miles Anything over that is 
Great DX!! E-Skip will also have some fading from minor to severe, but 
sigs can be full scale at times. With E-Skip you also get lots of 
station-swapping --- sometimes 5-6 stations in and out on the same 
frequency. E Skip openings can last from anywhere from Minutes to 5-6 
hours at a time. 40 Years of DXing the FM/TV Bands also gives me lots 
of experience hearing these signals and makes it easy to discern which 
is which.

LIGHTNING SCATTER, AND AIR FORCE SPACE FENCE RADAR 


An item in last week's bulletin mentioned sprites, and on May 11 
Martin McCormick, WB5AGZ wrote: "Back in the days of analog 
television, I used to sometimes listen to video carriers from 
Channel 7 which is 175.25 MHz with offsets at 175.24 and 175.26 MHz. 


Before the change to DTV, Stillwater, OK could faintly receive 
signals from both Wichita, KS and Wichita Falls, TX on a normal day. 
With active thunderstorms in the area, but not too close to here, I 
remember hearing the carriers pop up in level a bit during a 
lightning discharge. The effect is similar and about as long-lasting 
as a meteor ping only without the Doppler Effect. If you have a 
receiver with a BFO for those frequencies, the note of the carrier 
gets louder for maybe 1-tenth to 1-quarter of a second at about the 
time one heard the static crash. 


If a storm was between two stations up to a few hundred miles apart, 
one might get a meteor-style path for a fraction of a second. 


The Channel 7 weak-signal listening ended many years ago when KOCO 
Channel 5 in Oklahoma city put it's digital output on VHF Channel 7 
plus all the other analog Channel 7's left the air. 


Another strong steady carrier source was the Air Force Space Fence 
transmitter at Lake Kickapoo near Wichita Falls, TX. The system was 
shut off in October of 2013 due to budget constraints, but its 
700-kilowatt ERP transmitter on 216.97 MHz was designed to reflect 
off of satellites as they passed over the United States. It also 
bounced off aircraft as they flew overhead and I remember one 
evening a few years ago, tuning that frequency to hear an almost 
continuous barrage of sound that can best be described as sounding 
like a crackly phonograph record or bowl of Rice Krispies. It so 
happened there was a large thunderstorm over the Wichita Falls area 
and I strongly suspect that each lightning discharge was creating an 
ion cloud that dissipated almost as quickly as it occurred. 


CW might have worked, but I can't imagine any other mode of 
communication working properly. 


A read of Wikipedia searching for Air Force Radar Fence will get you 
a description of the system and why it no longer exists. It was 
actually 3 VHF transmitters and 6 receiving sites with Lake Kickapoo 
being the largest transmitter site. Strong steady carriers for 
propagation experiments are an endangered species. 


As for Es, there are still a large number of analog TV signals in 
Mexico and other countries outside of the US and Canada. One 
North-South Es opening occurred around 1400 UTC on Sunday May 4, and 
was indicative of something I have heard numerous times. Mexican TV 
signals with local quality sound, full-quieting audio appeared on TV 
channels 2-4 with nary a beacon or QSO audible on 6 meters. I don't 
know if it is because nobody is on or maybe the coverage area of the 
path is extremely narrow but one would expect to hear something on 
6. At other times, the low end of 6 sounds like 20 during a contest, 
so it is hard to say what is happening.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 12 - 18 May 2014 


Solar activity was low all week. Of the 18 active regions observed 
on the visible disk through the course of the week, only three were 
responsible for 28 of the 32 x-ray flares recorded. Region 2056 
(NO5, L=258, class/area: Eko/300 on 12 May) produced 11 flares, 
including the largest of the week, a C8/1£ at 14/1504 UTC. Regions 
2060 (S14, L=227, class/area: Dac/180 on 14 May) and 2063 (N10, 
L=179, class/area: Dai/150 on 15 May) were responsible for nine and 
eight C-class events, respectively. Each of these three regions 
developed a beta-gamma type magnetic configuration during the week. 


No Earth-directed coronal mass ejections were observed during the 
week. The only radio emission observed was a weak type II sweep 
(est. shock velocity 878 km/s) observed by the Sagamore Hill RSTN 
site from approximately 15/2028 - 2038 UTC. The sweep was likely 
associated with a CME first observed in SOHO/LASCO C2 imagery at 
15/2048 UTC off the East limb. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 
The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on May 12 through May 16 and at normal levels for 


the remainder of the week. 


Geomagnetic field activity was quiet all week with the exception a 
Single unsettled period on 12 May. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 19 MAY - 14 JUNE 2014 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with a chance for 
moderate or greater levels through the period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at high levels on 22-24 May in response to a 
recurrent coronal hole high speed stream. The remainder of the 
forecast period should see normal to moderate flux levels. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to unsettled 
levels throughout the period. Unsettled to active conditions are 
possible on 21-22 May, 25 May, and again on 04-08 Jun in response to 
recurrent coronal hole high speed solar wind streams.

The *‘below 91.1 MHz** advice is nonsense; he must mean below 92.1, 
which is the upper edge of the non-commercial band. There are plenty 
of high-power stations on non-comm band too. It all depends on local 
circumstances. You may well have a good clear frequency above 92 with 
plenty of high-power commercial stations to DX from a distance, and 
which are more likely to burst something identifiable like a local ad 
reference if not a real ID, than public radio stations with long-form 
programs or even --- gasp! --- classical music. 


The author is unaware of a really up-to-date database of FM stations 
in North America, far better than the outdated FM Atlas or M Street 
Directory. You can search on anything you may hear to help identify 
the station, such as slogan, format, or display all stations on the 
frequency in a certain state, etc.
